Church is notſeene to mans eye, but onely 
knowne to God,who of the loſt ſonues of 4+ 
dam hath ordained ſome as veſſells of wrath 
to damnation, and hath choſen others as vel- 
ſels of his mercy to be ſaued: the which in 
due _ hee callerh to integritie of life, and 

conuerſation, to make them a gloriou 
— in himſelfe. _ : 

But that Church which is viſible, and 
ſeene to the eye, hath three tokens and markes 
whereby it way be knowne , Firſt che worde 


* of God, contained in the olde and new fe- 


ſtament, which as it is aboue the autheri 
ticof che ſame Church and onely ſufficient 
to inſtruct vs in all thi concerning ſal- 
uation ? fo is it left for all degrees of men, 
to lead and vnderſtand. For without this 
word, neither Church, Councell, or Decree 
can eltabliſi any point touching ſaluation. 
The ſecond is, the holy Sacraments, to 
wit. of Baptiſme, and the Lords 1 
which Sacramenes Chriit hath left vnto 


vs. as holy ſignes and ſcales of Gods pro- 


miſes . For as by baptiſme once receiued, 
is ſignified that wee ( avwell Infants as o- 
thers ofage and diſcretion ) beeing ſtraun- 
gers from Godby origioall ſinne, are recei- 
ued into his family and congregation , with 
full aſſurance, that Ahough this roote of 
ſinne lye hid in ys, yet to the cle&t it hall 
not be imput ed: ſo the Supper declareth that 
Ood as a moſt prouident Father, doth not 
onely feede our bodies, but alſo ipiritually 
nourilheth our ſoules wich the graces and be- 
neſits of leſus Chrilt (which the Scripture 
calleth eating of his feb , and drinking of 
his blood) neither mult wee in the admin 
{tration of thele Sacraments, follow mans 
fantaſie, but as Chriſt himſelfe hath ordai- 
ned, ſo muſt they beadminiſtred, and by ſuch 
as by ordinary vocation are therunto called. 
Therefore whoſoener reſerueth and worthip- 


peth theſe Sacraments, or contrariwiſe con 


temneth them in time and place, procureth 
to himſelfe damnation. 

The third marke of this Church. is Eccle- 
Gaſticall Diſcipline, which' tanderh in ad- 


monitiom and core Tion of faults. The fi- 


nall ende whereof is excommunication ; by 
the conſent of rhe Church determined, if the 
offender be obſtinate. And beſides this Ec- 
ccliaſticall Diſcipline I acknowledge = 
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in all things, which are nor c 
word of God. Aud as Moyles, Ezechias, Iofi 
as aud other good rulers ed the Church 
of God 8 ſuperſtition & idolatry, ſo the de» 
fence of Chriſts Church
